Canada's .urging, was an “exceptional” move and showed | 
how far the two neighboring countries were prepared to go! 
to accommodate each other. 

He said removal of the embargo applied only to those 
@uction pumps now on order: five each for the Norwegian} 
tanker Belfast now in Quebec” City and another tanker due | 
in Montreal Sunday. \ 

He said these pumps will tide the tankers over until | 
an alternative supplier starts producing pumps. 

An estimated 80-90 per cent of the grain being sold to 
,Communist China by Canada is being shipped in freighters 
“which do not need the pumps. As far as the government 
knows, only the two tankers will need them. 

Canada has agreed to ship 187.7 million bushels of wheat, 
and 46.7 million bushels of barley to Communist China over) 
the next 2% years. : 

Diefenbaker said the reversal came after Canadian 
Ambassador Arnold Heeney held top level talks with officials 
in Washington Wednesday.
